IN RE MacMASTER. 

REFERRING to our article on “ The 7ridune 
vs, Appleton,’’ Good Literature wishes to be re- 
membered as one of the early discoverers of 
Macaulay in MacMaster. Its review of Mac- 
Master's History appeared March 31st. In order 
tomake good the non-mention, we give below 
its introductory paragraph as bearing on the 
question : 

‘The remarkable success of the late John 
Richard Green’s ‘Short History’ has led and 
will lead to some imitations, which might well 
be spared, of that entertaining book. It has 
been stated that Mr. MacMaster’s work was for 
the most part in MS. before the appearance of 
the ‘Short History.’ Otherwise it might have 
been thought that Mr. MacMaster was an imi- 
tator of Green as well as Macaulay ; for though 
these two historians are often placed together 
by a superficial classification, it should be re- 
membered that Green was a laborious student 
and a pupil of Canon Stubbs. the most pains- 
taking of English historians, while Macaulay 
simply tickles the Philistines by a smattering of 
general knowledge and an alleged ‘ brilliant’

INTERNATIONAL COPYRIGHT. 


AT a meeting of the Committee of the Interna- 
tional Literary Association held July 17, over 
which Blanchard Jerrold presided, the draft of 
an International Copyright Convention, which 
is to be presented at the conference to be held in 
Berne in September next, was read. 


Science proposes that the American Associa- 
tion for the Advancement of Science appoint a 
committee, at its next meeting, to draw up a 
definite list of such foreign technical journals of 
mathematics, physics, and the like as do not 
compete with any enterprise of any publishing 
firm in the United States, and then urge upon 
Congress the passage of a special act putting 
these journals on the free list. 


REFERRING to the attempt about to be made 
to obtain international copyright between this 
country and Great Britain, the London A ¢henaum 
remarks: ‘‘ The failure of previous efforts, is 
largely due to publishers on both sides of the 
Atlantic taking an active part in a question 
which is essentially one concerning the author, 
and to their thinking more of the interests of 

_trade in books than of the encouragement of 
| literary production. We understand that the 
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principal authors in the United States have re- 
solved to act for themselves, independently of 
publishers, and appeal to Congress and the 
people to do justice to authors as a body irre- 
spective of nationality. Much time and labor 
have been expended in maturing the new 
scheme, of which the programme will soon be 
made public. An element in favor of its suc- 
cess is that the most influential United States 
journals irrespective of politics, are prepared to 
advocate the granting of international copyright 
in the interests of authors.”’ 


THE literary convention between France and 
Germany which has just been signed, consists of 
eighteen clauses. The literary extracts inserted 
in school books and ordinary newspaper articles 
are not subject to authors’ rights, but the novels 
published in a serial form and scientific articles 
are not to be reproduced without the special 
permission of the author or the editor, as the case 
may be. The two contracting governments un- 
dertake to prevent as far as possible the publi- 
cation and sale of cheap imitations of standard 
works, and in the event of one of them making 
in the future a literary convention with a third 
Government any clauses which it may contain 
more favorable than those now stipulated shall 
be applicable to the other. The convention has 
been signed for a period of six years, with the 
reserve that either party may give a twelve- 
month’s notice of withdrawal, failing which it 
will continue in force for another six years. The

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THE PRACTICAL ADVANTAGES OF 
TRADE JOURNALS. 
From the British and Colonial Printer and Stationer. 

Wuat commerce does to stimulate the industries 
of the world, the trade journal does for the 
trade itrepresents. It would be difficult to name 
a trade of any importance which is not represent- 
ed by its journal. The reason of this is clear 
enough to those who know how much absorbed 
sood workmen are in their calling, and how anx- 
‘ous they are to know what is going on in their 
own immediate world—what improvements and 
developments are taking place ; what is new, 
and what becoming obsolete. As the daily 
paper presents to the general public reports of 
notable events in the social, political, and com- 
mercial world, so the trade journal culls all facts 
bearing on the interests it represents, and fur- 
nishes them to its readers. 

The importance of trade journals isindicated by 
the fact that they are wholly supported by the 
trades that each represents, and cannot be said, 
to any appreciable degree, to be read by the out- 
side public. And this condition of things is quite 
natural, because every one takes the greatest in- 
terest in what most intimately concerns himself, 
and the journal of greatest value to the tradesman 
is that which has something instructive and en- 
couraging to say about what he is doing, and 
about what others in the same trade are doing. 

Nothwithstanding the cordial support given to 
trade journalism in this country, it may be said 
that it is not wholly understood or appreciated 
by those most interested.

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OBITUARY. 
A. H. HINKLE. 


Mr. A. H. HINKLE died at Andover, Mass., 
July 16th. Atthe time of his death, Mr. Hinkle 
had just completed a circuit of visits to each 
member of his family, and was preparing to re- 
turn to his home at Mt. Auburn, when he was 
stricken suddenly with an affection of the heart. 
His remains were brought to his home and bur- 
ied July 21st. Mr. Hinkle was born at Doyles- 
ton, Pa., March roth, 1815, and was therefore 
sixty-eight at the time of his death. There are 
few names better known among publishers than 
the one which, for several years, has been with- 
drawn from the firm with which it was identified. 
For many years Mr. Hinkle was connected with 
the large house of W. B. Smith & Co., which has 
changed its style from time to time to Sargent, 
Wilson & Hinkle, Wilson, Hinkle & Co., and is 
now Van Antwerp, Bragg & Co., of which Mr.

Hinkle has devoted himself to the care of his 
fortune and to the work of managing various 
benevolent institutions which owed their exist- 
ence to his generosity. The Lane Seminary and 
the Old Man’s Home were his favorite objects of 
charity, but he gave time and money liberally to 
the many objects in which his church was inter- 
ested. Mr. Hinkle’s face showed his warm and 
social nature, and no man ever left a larger circle 
of intimate friends. Mr. Hinkle will be missed
